Document 1 cited in the ISR and documents 2-4 separately found later respectively describe a display 
apparatus in which plural display devices are connected in the vertical direction or in the horizontal direction 
and can be adjusted in angle. 

Therefore, the subject matters of claims 1-5 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in 
view of the above-mentioned documents. 

(2) Claim 9 

Documents 1 and 2 respectively describe that display devices are held in a state of being tilted by a tilting 
mechanism, and a person skilled in the art could have, as required, applied the mechanism also to the display 
devices described in document 3 or 4. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 9 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in 
view of the above-mentioned documents.
